His photograph was identified by As- 
Sistant Superintendent Harry Scott, of 
the local Pinkerton bureau, as the pic- 
ture of one of the men who beat Lieu- 
tenant Bernard J. Burns, of the Chi- 
cago police, into insensibility in a.Chi- 
cago saloon on the night of September 
19, 1912, when Burns tried, single- 
handed, to catch three of the yeggs 
band.

Woman “Rapped”’ West. 

A woman known as Mrs. Walter Sta- 
cey, said to be a notorious short change 
worker, “rapped” West, alias Stacey, 
to the Pinkertons. <A reward of $5,000 
was offered for his arrest alone, and 
$27,000 was the price put on the heads 
of the gang. 

It is said that quite a snug sum was 
hung up by the Bank of Lumpkin for 
Harris and his pals. 

In the attempt to stick up the Lump- 
kin bank, four. yeggs set off four 
charges of glycerin, and succeeded in 
penetrating only four inches of the re- 
inforced steel. Citizens were aroused, 
and, according to Sheriff Ray, who led 
the posse. after the fugitive band, 
more than 100 shots were exchanged 
with the bank looters before they were 
finally captured. 

Harris put up a stiff fight.in the 
county jail Friday. morning when Dep- 
uty Sheriffs Broadnax and Burdette at- 
tempted to handcuff them to take them 
to police headquarters to be phot»- 
xraphed and measured. Harris told the 
officers that he would not move, and 
offered to put up a fight. He cooled 
down after four other deputies came 
to the aid of the prisoners’ guards. 

At police headquarters the men were 
stripped and measured. Pinkerton De- 
tective Scott says that Harris succeeded 
in destfoying body scars and marks by, 
having almost every inch covered. with’ 
tattoo designs of the most bewildering 
description. His chest is covered with 
an American emblem.

A short debate, in which the advo- 
cates of the bill voted down a motion 
to postpone action until tomorrow, and 
in which they reaffirmed their belief 
that the measure is constitutional, 


the large majority of 63 to 21. 
Unconstitutional, Says Taft. 

The Webb bill passed both ‘houses 
of congress and went to the president 
ten days ago. His veto message 
reached the senate about 3 o'clock to- 
ay, accompanied by an opinion from 
Attorney General Wickersham. Basing 
his decision upon the attorney general's 
findings, the president expressed the 
belief that the measure was clearly un- 
constitutional because it gave the 
states the right to interfere with in- 
terstate commerce. 

The senate took up the bill at once. 
Attorney General Wickersham’s opin- 
ion was. not read and Senator Kern 
asked that a final vote on the overrid- 


ing of the veto be delayed until to- 
morrow, so senators might 
opportunity to examine the attorney 
general's arguments. 
by Mr. Kern to postpone the vote until 
12 o’clock tomorrow was defeated, 
71 to 9. 

Senator McCumber declared both the 
president and the attorney general had 
misconstrued the grounds upon which 
congress had passed the _ prohibition 
law. 

He said it had not attempted to give 
the states the right to interfere with 
commerce, but had simply declared 
liquor an “outlaw” and had then pre- 
scribed conditions under. which 
might enter interstate commerce. Sen- 
ator Kenyon also briefly urged repas- 
sage of the bill, while Senators Payn- 
ter and Percy advocated support of 
President Taft's veto.

Washington, February 28.—Three di- 
vergent reports were. presented to the 
house today by the members-of the 
committee which conducted the money 
trust investigation. 

The majority report, signed by Chair- 
man Pujo and the six other democratic 
members :of the committee, found that 
a money trust exists, according to their 
understanding of the term. This re- 
port names as the “most active agents 
in bringing about the concentration of 
money and credit’ J. P. Morgan & Co., 
First National and National City banks, 
and Kuhn, Loeb .& Co., of -New York; 
Lee, Higginson & Kidder, Peabody & 
Co., of Boston. 

Bills Accompany Report. : 

Two bills accompanied the report, one 
forbidding the use of the mails to stock 
exchanges. which. fail to observe pre- 
scribed stringen 
conduct of their business, and the other 
prescribing rigfd rules for the conduct 
of national banks, their officers and 
clearing house associations to which 


they belong. 
This report is substantia’t’, in accord 
with the conclusions presented to the 


committee by Samuel Untermyer, coun- 
sel. 

The first ,minority _report, signed by 
Representative Hay es . of California, 
Heald of Delaware, an@ Guernsey of 
Maine, republicans, set forth that the 
investigation “has not disclosed the ex- 
-istence of any so-called money trust,” 
but added, “it has, however, disclosed 
a dangerous concentration of-credit in 
New York, city. and to some extent in

“While agreeing substantially with 
the majority,” said the report, .“on 
many of the abusgs to be included in 
the financial system, the stock ex- 
change and the clearing house asso- 
Clations, the undersigned have doubts 
as to the -wisdom of:some of the rem- 
edies proposed by the majority.” 


Advises Fuller Probe. 


This report further set forth the be- 
lieg that before definitely recommend- 
ing any remedial legislation,’ testimo- 
ny should be taken covering more 
fully the effect of the various changes 
in the laws that bave been suggested. 
‘It is manifestly. impossible,” the re- 
wert concluded, “that any of the pro- 
posed legislation can be considered: by 
this congress, and it seems to us wise 
to leave the matter of recommending 
complete remedial legislation to those 
who will be char ed with the - respon- 
sibility of formiflating “and reporting 
such, legislation, to congress.”

“Insurance Presumably Col- 
lectible,” Wires Attorneys 
in Gastonia, N. C—Total 
of Policies Is $23,800. 


Insurance policies maintained by the 
Slain Appelbaum are daily adding new 
thrilis to the mysterious case. The 
Constitution developed yesterday that 
the accused woman is beneficiary to 
life insurance of her dead husband 
amounting to $10,600 in the Jefferson 
Standard Life Insurance company, of 
Gastonia, N. C, 

It was also learned that Appelbaum 
held an accident policy for $7,500. It 
is understood that this policy, like.the 
other two, is payable to the woman 
who is now in the Tower. According to 
a telegram from Wilson and Valze, all 
these policies are rec@ipted till some 
date in August, and, while it is im- 
possible to tell whether they have been 
actually paid’for or not, they are pre- 
sumably collective. “Al) this may be 
affected, however, by other facts im 
connection with the case,’’ wires the 
Gastonia attorneys. 

No statement regarding the existence 
of the policies can be obtained from the 
imprisoned woman through her~attor- 
neys or otherwise. Attorneys Wilson 
and Valze, of Gastonia, are authority for 
The Constitution’s information regard- 
ing the $10,000 policy. The documents 
are now secure in the vault of the Gas- 
tonia Trust company. 

In answer to a query, the Gastonia 
attorneys yesterday wired the follow- 
ing message to The Constitution:

Rep- 
resentative Clayton, of Alabama, will} 
move to take up the veto for the pur- 
pose of passing the bill over the presi- 
dent's head, as soon as the house con- 
venes. Representative Webb, author of 
the bill, declared he had absolyte con- 
fidence that the house would repass the 
bill by more than a two-thirds ma- 
jority. 

“After giving this proposed enact- 
ment full consideration,’’ wrote the 
president in his veto message, “I be- 
lieve it to be a Violation of the inter- 
state commerce clause of the constitu- 
tion, in that it is in substance and ef- 
fect a delegation by congress to the 
states of the power of regulating in- 
terstate commerce in liquors which is 
vested exclusively in congress, 

Bound by His Oath. 

“It is said that this is a question 
with which the executive or mem- 
bers of congress should not burden 
themselves to consider or decide. It 
is said that it should be left to the 
supreme court to say whether this 
proposed act violates the constitution. 
I dissent utterly from this proposition. 
The oath which the chief executive 
takes and which each member of ¢con- 
gress takes does not bind him any) 
less sacredly to observe the constitu- 
tion than the oath which the justices 
of the supreme court take. It is ques- 
tionable whether the doubtful consti- 
tutionality of a bill ought not to fur- 
nish a greater’ reason for voting 
against the bill, or vetoing it, than a 
court to hold it to be Invalid. 

“The custom of legislators and ex- 
ecutives having amy legislative func- 
tion to remit to the court's entire and 
ultimate responsibility as to the con-; 
stitutionality of the measure which 
they take part in passing is an abuse 
which tends to put the court constant- | 
ly in opposition to the legislature and 
the executive, and indeed to the popu- 
lar supporters of unconstitutional laws. 
If, however, the legislators and the 
executives had attempted to do their 
duty this burden of popular disap- 
proval would have been lifted from 
he courts, or at least considerably 
lessened. 

“For these reasons, and in spite of 
the popular approval of this bill, I 
have not felt justified in signing it.”’ 

The president cited several decisions 
of the supreme court, which he de- 
clared strengthened his view. He sent 
to congress also the opinion of At- 
torney General Wickersham, which co- 
incided with his.

FAVORED BY WILSON 


President-Elect Indorses_ the 
Amendment of Senator Root 
to Panama Canal Bill. 


Washington, February 28.—Presi- 
dent-elect Wilson has made known to 
democratic senate leaders most close- 
ly in his confidence that he favors 
the passage of Senator Rott’s amend- 
ment to the Panama canal bill to re- 
peal the provision exempting American 
coastwise ships from payment of tolls. 

It was said today that the new pres- 
ident had made his position plain late- 
ly to several democratic senators, It 
was the subject of remark because Sen- 
ator O’Gorman, of New York, who has 
been regarded as more or less of a 
spokesman for Mr. Wilson, is a sturdy 
opponent of the Root amendment, and 
a champion of free passage for Amer- 
ican ships.

It is expected to be renewed at the 
next congress, probably during the ex- 
tra session.

London February 28.—Dispatches 
from Washington indicating President- 
elect Woodrow Wilson's attitude to- 
ward the Panama tolls controversy 
have given rise to considerable com- 
ment in the English newspapers. All 
the papers voice their gratification 
over his alleged attitude. The West- 
minster Gazette, a leading organ of the 
British government, says: 

“We all very much regretted to find 
ourselves in conflict with the United 
States government on a point. of this 
kind. We believe that public opinion in 
the United States will welcome this 
changed attitude leading to the avoid- 
ance of further controversy.”

“Dr. Wilson is to be congratulated 
on striking a true and high notes in 
this matter upon the -eve of his ac- 
cession, We think repeal of the ex-

Omaha, Neb., February 28.—Fire 
early this morning destroyed the 
Dewey hotel at Thirteenth and Far- 
nam streets, at least a score and pos- 
sibly more persons losing. their lives.
